7. HOW TO ADJUST TO STRESS 


“What is it that makes me so 
tense at times and what can I do 
about it?” 
Tensions may arise from old 
and 
seemingly 
buried 
feelings 
that originally caused hurt and 
may have deepened into resent­ 
ment. 
We seldom put two and 
two together to see the connection 
between our present tension and 
old antagonistic attitudes. But in 
any effort to eliminate tense feel­ 
ings you should explore the pos­ 
sibility that resentment may play 
a part. 
A 
young 
man 
consulted 
m • 
who complained of acute tension. 
He was, he said, “Luke a rubber 
band draw n 
taut.” The tension 
was so strong that he felt he 
might snap at any time. His med­ 
ical check-up, while not too good, 
revealed nothing serious physic­ 
ally. It was this high inner pres­ 
sure that was troubling him most. 
Both in this, conversation and 
in previous ones, as we analyzed 
his background, 1 noted repeated 
references to a man with whom 
he had gone through school. It 
seemed that this boy had outdis­ 
tanced him in athletics, extracur­ 
ricular activities, and in scholar­ 
ship. That boy was now in a ra­ 
ther humble position whereas our 
friend was head of sales for a 
fair-sized concern. He had forged 
ahead of his old rival at last, yet 
he still showed decided inferior 
feelings 
and 
resentment toward 
the other. 
When I faced him with my be­ 
lief 
that h i s 
tension 
stemmed 
from deep antagonistic reactions 
to the other man he spat out ve­ 
hemently, “I have never said so 
before, but I hate that guy with 
ail the strength I’ve got.” It was 
a violent outburst and 1 encour­ 
aged him to keep on talking 
He 
poured out long pent-up antago­ 
nisms which revealed that h i s j 
whole life was actually based up­ 
on competition with the other. It 
was a clear-cut case of a build­ 
up of hate and inferiority into an ; 
obsession. 
But hate had turned 
back on the hater and here he 
was “taut like a rubber band.” | 
1 was interested in the figure j 
and 
picked 
up a 
rubber 
band 
from my desk and stretched it to j 
its limit, holding it there. “That's 
me all over,” he said. “How can 
1 get over being that way?” 
“ I think the answer is as sim- j 
pie as letting go your ill will and j 
competition. Then your personal­ 
ity will notmaiize itself like this,” 
I said, letting go the rubber band 
which immediately became limp. 
“That’s easier said than done, 
that letting go,” he commented. 
“Yes,” I agreed. “The only way 
is to pray the hate out and pray 
Him in. You will have to learn 
to pray for that fellow and mean 
it.” 
He 
sat 
silently, 
then 
said, 
“That’s why I came to you 
1 
knew' you would tell me to do 
that. I have made myself ready 
to do what you suggest and I’ll 
go at it sincerely, too. I can get 
it out of my system, I believe.” 
I asked him to offer that kind 
of prayer right then and there, 


which he did. He stated that he 
felt better. “It will take a good 
many 
prayers 
to get 
where 
I 
want to go with this, but I’ll 
pray them.” 
He shook hands and started to 
leave, but turned and came back 
to my desk. “May I have that 
rubber band?” he asked. " I’m go­ 
ing to frame it limp so as to re­ 
mind myself to be that way. Why 
be tense when you don’t have to?” 
Why, indeed , . ? 
Tension 
h a s 
curious 
sources 
and 
manifests itself in m a n y 
seepingly strange ways. But it 
is curable when all the facts and 
causes are systematically assem­ 
bled and analyzed, and w h e n 
proper spiritual treatm ent is giv­ 
en by adequately trained counsel­ 
ors. 
In not a few instances over the 
years, I have observed the close 
relationship of guilt to tension. A 
person will insist that he has liv­ 
ed a good life apart from “a few 
episodes” and, “surely it would 
seem that the emotional system 
should have long since absorbed 
earlier indiscretions.” 
But strangely, the personality 
seems to hold them in suspension. 
They fester in consciousness and 
pockets of spiritual poison devel­ 
op. The fine balance of nerve and 
emotion is disturbed and a state 
of tension is created 
Lowell Thomas told me an in­ 
teresting story about a man who 
visited a dentist in a New Eng­ 
land city. A small drill broke in 
the patient’s mouth 
The dentist 
thought he had removed all the 
broken parts, 
but some fifteen 
years later the patient complain- j 
ed of a pain in the shoulder. An j 
X-ray revealed a dark object in 
the upper arm which proved to i 
be a piece of the drill broken j 
years before. 
In similar fashion a “splinter 
of guilt” may lodge in the sub­ 
conscious. 
Later, 
the 
individual j 
may be completely unaware o f ; 
the cause of his emotional and 
psychological 
pain 
until 
a spir­ 
itual 
operation 
is 
performed, j 
Then tension declines and em o -1 
tional, spiritual, anu even physi­ 
cal health returns But pockets o f [ 
poison or splinters in the s u b -; 
conscious cannot be cleansed or 
removed except by spiritual cur­ 
etting. 
I do not imply that tension is 
caused only by guilt. That is but 
one of a number of causes. The j 
combination 
of 
life’s 
pressures, 
its burdens and accumulated dif-j 
ficulties, can rest so heavily up-1 
on the mind that tension develops. 
One 
becomes 
nervous, 
high , 
strung 
and 
even 
disorganized. , 
Here again, the cure is a spiri­ 
tual therapy which, by penetrat-| 
ing deeply 
into 
attitudes, c a n 
substitute inner peacefulness. 


A n o th e r excellent technique for 
overcoming tension, is the prac­ 
tice of silence. At sometime dur* 
ing the day it is a good thing to 
observe a period of absolute quiet 
ness, for there is a healing pow­ 
er in silence. Go into a quiet place 
Do not talk: do not do anything; 
throw the mind into neutral as 
far as possible; keep the body 
still; maintain complete silence. 
William Jam es said, “ It is as im­ 
portant to cultivate your silence' 
power as it is your word power.” 
and Carlyle declares, “Silence is 
the element in which great things 
fashion themselves together.M

Why 
be tense when you don't h ave to?” 
Why, indeed . . ? 
Tension 
h a s 
curious 
sources 
and 
m anifests 
itself 
in 
m a n y 
seemingly strange ways. 
But it 
is curable w hen all the facts and 
causes are system atically assem ­ 
bled 
and 
analyzed, 
and 
w h e n 
proper spiritual treatm en t is giv­ 
en by adequately trained counsel­ 
ors. 
In not a few instances over the 
years, I have observed the close 
relationship of guilt to tension. A 
person will insist that he has liv­ 
ed a good life a p a rt from "a few 
episodes” and, “surely it would 
seem th at the emotional system 
should have long since absorbed 
earlier indiscretions.” 
But 
strangely, 
the 
personality 
seems to hold them in suspension. 
They fester in consciousness and 
pockets of spiritual poison devel­ 
op. The fine balance of nerve and 
emotion is disturbed and a state 
of tension is created. 
Lowell T hom as told me an in­ 
teresting story about a m an who 
visited a dentist in a New Eng­ 
land city. A sm all drill broke in 
the patient's mouth 
The dentist 
thought he had removed all the 
broken 
parts, 
but 
some 
fifteen 
years later the patient com plain­ 
ed of a pain in the shoulder. An 
X-ray revealed a dark object in 
the upper arm which proved to 
be a 
piece of 
the drill 
broken 
years before. 
In sim ilar fashion a “splinter 
of guilt” m ay lodge in the su b­ 
conscious. 
Later, 
the 
individual 
m ay 
be completely 
u n aw a re of 
the cause of his emotional and 
psychological 
pain 
until 
a 
spir­ 
itual 
operation 
is 
performed. 
Then tension declines and em o­ 
tional, spiritual, anu even pnysf- 
cal health returns 
But pockets of 
poison or 
splinters 
in the sub­ 
conscious cannot be cleansed or 
rem oved except by spiritual c u r­ 
etting. 
I do not imply that tension is 
caused only by guilt. T hat is but 
one of a n u m b er of causes. The 
combination 
of 
life’s 
pressures, 
its burdens and accum ulated dif­ 
ficulties, can rest so heavily u p ­ 
on the mind that tension develops. 
One 
becomes 
nervous, 
high 
strung 
and 
even 
disorganized. 
H ere again, the cure is a spiri­ 
tual therapy which, by p en etrat­ 
ing 
deeply 
into 
attitudes, 
c a n 
substitute inner 
peacefulness. 


Another excellent technique for 
overcom ing tension, is the prac­ 
tice of silence. At som etime dur­ 
ing the day it is a good thing to 
observe a period of absolute quiet 
ness, for th ere is a healing pow­ 
er in silence. Go into a quiet piace 
Do not talk; do not do anything; 
throw the mind into neutral as 
far as possible; keep the body 
still; 
m aintain complete 
silence. 
William Ja m es said, ‘‘It is as im ­ 
portant to cultivate your silence 
pow er as it is your word pow er.” 
and Carlyle declares, “Silence is 
the elem ent in which great things 
fashion them selves together.”
